FEBD SCARCITY 

A move that indicated more plain- 
ly than words the serious feed situa- 
tion in the United States was the re- 
moval of the duty on hay and straw 
imported into that country. Before 
spring comes around again there is 
almost sure to be an extremely ser- 
ious shortage of livestock feed there 
and the authorities are taking time 
by the forelock in order to amelior- 
ate conditions as far as possible. 

There is a feed shortage in Canada 
too, and the federal government is 
not anxious to see hay and coarse 
grains leave certain parts of Canada, 
where surpluses exist, for foreign 
countries. Just how this 
prevented without compensating 
powers, is hard to determine. There 
may be an interchange of feeds along 
the boundary line, wherever heavy 
reserves are. located. For instance, 
Manitoba may be able to supply 
North Dakota livestock owners with 
feed while eastern states may be able 
to ship to Ontario and Quebec. 

In some areas of Alberta there is 
feed im abundance but the chances 
are that less fortunte parts of the 
province will take up the surplus. 
At the same time there is a possi- 
bility gf considerable exports ftom

Much of 
the grain in these districts was still 
uncut, and some of the wheat crops 
were rather badly froden, while oats 
and barley crops: have apparenty 
suffered heavily. In addition, potato 
flelds and gurden stuff were consid- 
erably damaged, 

Peace ‘River districts have escaped 
frost thus far and harvesting is being 
rushed to conclusion with every pros- 
pect that the crop will be one of the 
best ever taken off in that country. 

With respect to coarse grains, 
| while the area seeded in the provifnce 
this year was larger than that of last 
year, the total-yield is likely to be 
somewhat less, due to drought con- 
ditions in the south and the frost in 
the central areas. Oats for seed will 
be a short crop.

WHEAT 


Crop Conditions tm Argentina 

On the whole crop conditions in 
Argentina are favorable. There are 
certain areas which report poor con-¢ 
ditions but the present outlook is 
that a good average crop wilh. be 
harvested. Up till last week there 
was some apprehension of drouth, 
but since then rain has fallen, 


The end of the crop year saw the 
Argentina with 84 million bushels of 
wheat available for export. Sellers 
have béen disposing of their holdings 
freely and the week before last Ar- 
gentina shipped more than six mil- 
lion bushels, the largest weekly ship 
ment in two years, It is now. ob- 
vious that Argentina's crop for 1933 
was at least 275 million bushels, the 
since 1928. That country's 
average annual production is about 
260 million bushels.

SAVING CORN FOR SEED _ | 


During the past two years, farmers 
in Western Canada have been show- 
ing an increased ‘ititerest in corn, and 
many now wish to save seed from 
thelr crop. The following rules may 
be of assistance to them. 

Grow a variety or strain which will 
mature in the district. In many dis- 
triets throughout the southern por- 
tion of the Prairie Provinces, early 
strains of Falconer, Minnesota No. 
13 and North Western Dent will ma- 
ture in most seasons: In.areas hav- 
ing a somewhat shorter growing sea- 
son, earlier maturing varieties, such 
as Gehu, Manitoba Flint and Dako- 
ta White Flint, will be more satis- 
factory. 

Harvest the ears when in the glaz- 
ed stage and before the first severe 
fall “frost. Ears which are well ad- 
vanced fi maturity shrink less after 
harvest . than do immature ears, 


with scholarly feet hur-|Such éars dny more rapidly, are less 
under aljupt to become mouldy, shell out a 


higher percentage of kernel to cob 
and the quality of the seed is much 
superior. 

Select the best ears from the most 
vigorous plants. While it is import- 
ant to select well shaped ears, which 
‘carry the kernels well up on the tip, 
it is more important that the plants 
from which the ears are selected 
are desirable types. These plants 


| should be healthy and vigorous and 


warry the ears well up on the stalk. 
Corn smut is becoming more preva- 
lent in Western Canada and smutted 
Plants should be rejected when = sel- 
ecting ears, 

Dry the ears as rapidly as possible 
a well ventilated place. When the
